The Committee on Wooden Railways met 
in No. 16 Committee Room, Dec, Ist, at 
11 n.m, Mr. Carnegie in the chair, The 
following members were presen flon.Mr, 
MeMurrich, Messrs. Craig (Ruasell),Barber, 
Cockburn, Williams (Durham), Camber- 
land, Sinclair, Calvin, Hooper, Grabam 
(Hastings), Greely, Dr, Boulter and McGill. 

Mr, Fosren was called to explain bis 
System of wooden block railway track. He 
said the advantages to be derived from the 
Placing of the blocks with ends upwards 
was, that the rail resisted the wear and tear 
of the engine. The rail was also covered 
with pitch, which, when ground into the 
rail, Would help to make it more durable 
snd to fill up interstices. The dry wood 
pins driven through the end of each block 
would compress the blocks so that even 
though there was a possibility of the wood 
shrinking afterwards, it would not affect 
the durability of the rail, The resistance 
of wood endways was superior to iron or 
Any other material used in railway tracks, 
He had proved this by experiment. The 
cost of a railway constructed ia this way 
would exceed that of a wooden railway 
mudein any other way; butit would be 
well worth the extra cost to secure a du- 
rable track. The covering of the rail with 
pitch would render it impervious to the 
action of the weather, 

Hon, Mr, MoMurnicu suggested that 
there might be a danger of shaking the rail 
by the passage over it of heavily Inden 
trains. 

Mr. Fosrer said no such result had at- 
tended the experiments so far made. The 
blocks remained perfectly solid, and were 
not crushed by the pressure of trains. 

Dr, Bouter asked if this syatem of rail 
ways had been adopted anywhere yet. 

Mr. Foster said it had been tried in the 
Province of Quebec on a small scale, 

The CrarmMax wished to know what 
would be the comparative cost between this 
block rail and the straight wooden rail. 

Mr. Fosrer said he bad never made an 
estimate; but the cost of the block rail was 
$1 per yard, or $1,760 per mile. Ofcourse, 
it would cost more than a simple straight 
rail, There was a decided gain over the 
iron railsin ascending grades. « On tho 
Clifton line there were grades of over 300 
feetio the mile, The adhesion of a block 
wouden rail was twenty-five per cent great- 
er than that of the horizoutal rail, that was 
to say, if the same piece of maple were laid 
horizontally, the adbesion would not be 
1-5th as great as if ic had been placed end- 
ways, and therefore the block rail would 
carry 1 Sth more, 

Dr, Bourer wished to know if the 
woolen road in Quebec was pertectly level, 

Mr. Fosrer suid it had never been 
touched since it was laid down, and never 
iad ballast laid under it. In fact it was 
almost laid dwn in the mud.” Of course 
there were sutt plices in the road the same 
as in iron rails. The dampness in the 
atmosphere seemed to be sufficient to keep 
the blocks from opening. 

Hon. Mr, McMurnica wished to know if 
the blocks should all be of the same kind 
of wood, 

Mr. Fosrex said one piece was maple, 
another oak, another elm or some other 
kind of wood ; it was difficult to get all 
maple. 

Hon, Mr. MoMornron said his reason for 
esking this question was, thucit might be 
possible thur if the blocks were of different 
kinds of wood, one would wear out much 
faster than another, It would be well to 
bring out this point clearly, 

Mr. Fosrer, io reply to Mr, Cumberland, 
ssid le would not mix woods if he could 
avoid it. He considered maple best,— 
Rock elm was also good ; so was beech, but 
it did not lear long. 

Mr, Canyin —Red beech will last as long: 
as ouk, 

Mr. Foster continued-—-The wooden 
railway near Montreal lad proved very 
durable, About thirty, trains passed over 
ivevery day, und be was satisted thac the

aa the wood itself,

Mr, Foster replied that the results were 
mioat extraordinury. The gradeson that

The ties which he found beat 
were tamarack and hemlock, The gauge 
he spoke of was four feet eight anda half 
inches. To increase the gauge to five tect

The whole secret of keeping those railways 
was to keep themin « good state of pre 
servation, but if therepairs were not prompt- 
ly attended to they would soon become as 
bad as the Grana Truuvk Railway. (Laugh 
ter.) The cost of keeping up the road was 
about $250 per year. A good sound maple 
rail would stand any ordinar; traflic for 
four years. The ties were lnid about six- 
teen inches apart, and the flat on the side 
touching the ground, and round on the 
upperside.

Mr, James Howard, M. P., delivered an 
address to the London Farmers Club ip 
which he portrayed the various modes.of 
farming in use on the continent and in 
England. [vis but natural that he should 
look at the subject with a leaning to bis 
own country, nevertheless the facts he wily 
duced proves thut farms in England ore 
better cultivated and yield larger returns 
and tbat fiarm-hands are better ted and 
housed in England than in anyother part 
of Europe. Hv alao showed that subdivi~ 
sions of land are jojurious to the property 
of a Country, and that the passion tor spall 
holdings, entails incessant toil amd great 
privations, Ouragricultuntl readers will 
be surprised tO learn at what wretched 
wages Continental lanorers work 16 hours 
on week days and 8 hours on Sunny, Mr. 
Howard gave an interesting description of 
M, Cail’s farm at Tours, which will be 
found in the following review of his speech 
by the Zimes;.

Killing 


The following may furnish a ‘wrinkle’ 
for some of our country readers who 
bring pork to markot : 

The butcher, standing over the hog 
which js laid on ita back, left hand on the 
nose, edge of the kuife towards the hog, 
cuts both arteries—three inches being 
sufficient, more being better—bleeding 
being the main point. Scald—two hogs 
to one kettle of water; soft, and not too 
hot, or it would curddle the blood, As 
soonns scalded, throw a bucket of cold 
water over the hog, to whiten the skin, — 
Hang up, wash und scrape thoroughly, 
take out entrails, and then remove beurt, 
liver and windpipe, The pork should be 
slightly salted for two or threo days, skin- 
ed it down, and covered witn salt, a 
medium sized ham taking 80 days. Brine 
should be brought to a scald first, but used 
cold and preserved—old brine being the 
best, Coarse saltis the best; that which 
bus stood some time at the bottom of the 
barre] is unsafe, and therefore should not 
be used, Proportion—8 Ibs of salt, 6 Iba 
of sugar, ¢ Ib of saltpetre, per 100 pounds 
18 the general recipe,

Injuries to the Horse’s Foot, 


The foot 18 frequently injured by a horse 
picking up # niil in travelling, or from a 
piece of glass or other lard body entering 
the sole or frog, and penetrating to the sen; 
sitive parts, ‘Tho danger to be apprehend: 
ed trour these injuries will greatly depend 
un the situation of the puncture, It pene~ 
trating deeply, and close to the coffin joint, 
it is often attended with very serious re- 
sults, Acute inflammatory action takes 
place in the joint, and this gives: mse to 
severe constitutional symptoms. When- 
ever (he sensitive structures are injured the 
horse shows lumeness, which gradually in- 
creases, and matter svon forms, causing 
great pain, Toe horse, when standing, 
keeps hisheel off the ground, and knuckles 
over at the fetlock. elf the hoof is pinched 
or struck with a hammer, he instantly 


the side of the former. Our cattle, sheep, 
and pigs,though it isto be feared our 
horses no longer, are proportionately far in 
excess, both in number sod in quulity, of 
the French and even the Belgian, A cal - 
culation is referred to by Mr, Howard as 
Waying béen mad’ by an eniinent French 
Professor of Agriculture, from which it ap- 
pears that with lesd tun half the extent of 
cultivated land England yields double the 
quantity of animal food produced io 
France, and nearly twice. the quantity of 
coro. In special instances French farmers 
apparently surpass anything we have to 
show in this country. They carry int 
agriculture the rigid urithmetic und habie 
of adapting means to ends which Ww bere 
reseryed formanufacturing operations. Io 
fact, the French furmer at hig best treats 
farming as a manufacture. Mr. Howard 
grows entbusiastic us he describes a farm 
near Tours which is the hobby, though xv 
exceedingly remunerative one, of M. Call, 
the great locomotive builder, All the ar- 
rangements go, a8 it were, by machinery, 
from the open fields, where * not a tree or 
fence of apy kind has been lett,” to the 
sheds for 600 bullocks, the covered fold 
for 8,000 sheep, and the huge coro barn, 


evinces pain, These symptoms muy be 
produced without the substance being 
lodged in the se sitive parts, anit they also 
frequently follow in cases where the nail or 
other offending body has been removed, 
and the sole not thinned properly, There 
fore, in all such injuries itis advisable to 
remove the shoe, and thin the sole wround 
the injured part. It matter bas formed, it 
must have free exit, or sinuses will foras, 
which frequently prove incurable, | Poul- 
tices should be applied until the pain and 
fever are completely subdued, When 
proud flesh sprouts up, mild cadstics should 
be applied, as the chloride of antimony, 
Tn all'cases where the sole becomes under- 
mined or detached, the knife must be free 
ly used. The after treatment consists io 
Shoeing properly, and using & leather sole, 
witb stufling to protect the injured and 
weakened parts.

Repudiation of American 
Insurance Companies. 


The Hamilton Spectator in the followin; 
article calls attention to the position of 
some American Insurances doing business 
fo Canada, It is exceedingly disgraceful 
in Companies sending or appointing agents 


“with # triple roof like a railroad station,” 
836 feet long and 180 wide, and which 
will contain 1,250 acres of unthrastied 
corn, But average British farming is more 
scientific and economical than average 
Fench farming, Thus the proportion of 
crops both north and south of the Tweed 
ja one-third exhaustive and two thirds 
restorative, in France, on the contrary 
the common syatem of cropping is exlinus 
tive. The natural consequence follows tbat 
not one third as large an area of soil lies 
fallow in Great Britain as in France. Mr. 
Howard's patriotic conclusion is that he 
has yet to see the country which can com- 
pire ip agriculture with this island, 

Tt would, howével, be « barren trlumph 
if the agricultural population of the Conti- 
hent, though destitute of patent reaping 
machines, and with a smaller gross return, 
yet contrived to get # larger net profit out 
of their capitel such as itis, and lived in 
greater comfort, Mr, Howard declarcs he 
found nothing of the sort, not merely in 
France, but not even in Belgium,Germany, 
or North Italy, The great ambition of an 
agricultural labourer abroad notoriously is 
to become a landowner. In France,especi- 
ally, the class is possessed, asa well known 
French tarmer puts it, * by the demon of 

roperty.”” When the Continental peasant 
has at length scraped together enough to 
buy one of the myriad farms in France, or 
the 900,000 in Prussia of some two or toree 
or four acres, he begins a career of incessant 
toil, living «ll the time worse than an 
English furm servant. But even on the 
Continent of Europe not every pensant can 
ben landowner, There 18 still a numerous 
class of labourers, and of these, when under 
rather exceptionally favourable cireum-~- 
stances, Mr. Howard remarks that he “had 
hever seen Men 40 nearly reduced to n state 
of slavery.” Whges in France, Belgium, 
and Rhenish Prussia, range trom 1s 8d a 
day to something over 1s, This itselt is 
almost double the rate of a few years back, 
wid “for it, atany rate in some purts of 
Frapcs,the working bours ure from 4 4, m. to 
8p. m. on week daysjand till coon on San 
days. The general treatment offarm laborers 
is on a Jevel with this tyrannous amount of 
work. Ina Frevch farm conducted with 
comparative liberality the team men sleep 
with the cattle, two in a box, ov uw pack of 
straw. In Austria Whgre the wages 
wernge about ninvpence oF fenpence A day 

Howard found in one room, 40 t 

gf anc 20 wide, and infested with rate, 
six beds and four families. [na prosperous 
farming district near Waterloo the lwad 

lady of the village inn told lim that she 
never saw o farm labourer in her house 
except after dinnér on Bunday. Near 
Milun a box suspended from the stable roof 
is considered & proper lodging for the man 
in charge of the horses. In the same nelub 

bourliood a whole family never bas more 
than a single room, and often two or three 
families occupy itin commom, No won 

der that the field Inbourers aro flying to 
the towns, as the “ villeina” did in Dark

Price of Wheat, 


The Low 
For somo years back, an idea lias pre 
vailed among the farming community, that 
had we reciprocity with the United States, 
the price of wheat would range muoh higher 
than it has, The opinion i fallacious, for 
the price of wheat in the States at: present 
Is us low io proportion to the necessaries 
of life, ne itin Canada, Bo mucho thie 
the case in some of the wostern Btatos that 
the farmers are becoming disheartened at 
the low price of wheat, and the prosa ia 
discussing whether this staple is not caltl« 
vated in that country in. excess of the de 
mand, A late issue of the Rochester (Min- 
nesota) Post discu this question, It 


in Canada to take the money of the.people 
for Insurance and then when a loss occurs 
repudiate their liabilities by taking advan- 
tuye of a clause inthe Act which incor- 
porates them. It) ia a graye question 
whether such acts do not come under the 
designation of swindling :— 

“Our attention ia frequently called to 
the suliject of Insurance, by circumstances 
which wre most daily transpiring. A deci- 
sion has jusvbeea given in the cuse of Red- 
path & Co,, of Montreal, against the * Sun 
Mutual Insurance Company,” of New York, 
whereby the Company has been enabled 
successfully to resist a risk taken by its 
agent in Canada, on the ground that, by 
its charter, the company had hot power 
to make Insurance contracts in Canada, 
We suppose we cannot question the yalid~ 
ity of this judgment; but it does seem 
singular that, while knowing such to be 
the nature of its charter, thu *Sun Mutual!” 
should have been regularly in the habit of 
making such contracts in Ovnada. The 
whole thing has an unpleasant look about 
it; while it cannot but fill the tminds of 
Canadian insurers in American offices with 
earnest anxiety for the future, it should 
also induce all our people now to sew that 
the Companies with which they are .dis- 
posed to deal haye charters which fully 
empower them to issue policies in a foreign 
land, for such we suppose, Canada willnow 
be regarded by the United States authori- 
ties. 

“ Another matter connected with these 
Insurance Companies is deserving of notice, 
It appears, according to evidence recently 
come to hand, that the laws of certain of 
the United States io reference to Insurance 
Companies at present doing business in 
Oaundy absolutely prohibit them making 
investments out of these Siutes. Now, 
aceordinu to our Ingarancé Law, passed in 
1868, no company that does not make wm 
actual investment to our Government 
secorities to the extent of $100,000, before 
the first of August 1871, shuil thoreatter bu 
allowed to transact pusiners in Crinadn, 
On the force of this law, therdfore, ull such 
companies must retire from Oanndi bs 
thc tuwne—in Aboot eightedu monthas a 
it is « question Well worth of considera 
tion whether, up to that period, they 
should continue their efform to obtain 
Insurers amongst us. Woe may, and doy 
regret the neccasity which orises for the 
withdrawal of several importaat companies 
which have a good standing mmongst us, 
But the fault te io the law of the States we 
have mentioned, aod notin the law of our 
own Government, The Parliament ot 
Ounada, by permitting such Companies to 
deposit, (urn tine, American securities, a 
ue to wuuble tiem Lo procury the Decussary 
amendment of their Obarters, proves the 
desire of the people of this country to afford 
thom the fullest opportunity of doing busi 
pews amon Ua, if uae vot be thoughe 
that wu write in # spirit unfriendly to any 
of thé American companies gow tn exix 
tencein Cuoada; it they can comply with 
oor law, wo shall be glad of their continu- 
ance, and of theirsuccess, But our people 
who wish to avall themdelyed of the bene 
fite of neparance must have a guaranties 
that the companies they dual with pot only

the manner in which this compensation had 
been madg Inst session, The House consid- 
ered hat the services rendered by the 
Judges in these Courts merited some com - 
pensation, and as the objection to which 
the House bad to bow was taken to the 
manver iW Which they lad been compen 
sated Just session, he now proposed to do 
goin apother manner, It could not be 
udinitted that the House could not pay 
these judges out of its own funds, The 
Dominion Government paid these judges 
for their services in some of the Superior 
Courts but not for the services rendered tu 
the Court of Error and appeal and in ‘the 
Heir snd Devisee Commission. It wus 10 
these two lattercourts that the judges were 
to be recognized by the House. 
Mr, Boyp suid he would be very bappy 
to see judges of the Superior Courts pro- 
perly remunerated, ‘provided it could be 
done in 4 constitutional manner but he 
thought thé resolution of the Attorney- 
General coutempluted an evasion of the 
law.

TLE NOVA SCOTIA QUESTION. 

Mr. BLAKE moved the following resolu 
tion:—1, That an humble Address be 
presented to Her Majesty, praying that she 
may be graciously plensed to cause a mea- 
sure to be submitted to the Imperial Par 
liament, for the purpose of removing all 
colour for the assumption by the Parliament 
of Cunuda of the power to disturb the 
tinancial relations established by the British 
North American Act (1867), as between 
OQunada and thé several Provinces,” 

This resolution was, after a long debate, 
carried upon a vote of 57to12. An Ad 
dress was ut once presented, adopted, and 
ordered to be engrossed, and the House 
adjourned. 


December 2nd, 1869, 
The House Inst night was occupied in 
considering two or three bills, introduced 
by private members. 


Mr. McKevtax’s Bills, providing for 
digging drains, etc., was thrown out on a 
vote of 48 to 22, 

Mr. Borp who appears to be the talking 
machine of the Assembly, after occupying 
the time of the House, in making a long 


speech, withdrew his Homestead Bull. 


Mr. BuAxx introduced a hill to amend 
the law of Controverted elections, by tak- 
ing the power of decision out of the bands 
of the House, and placing it In that of a 
superior judge.

meant by the Imperial Act that the Central 
Government should have power of legisla- 
tion on matters relating to trade end com= 
merce but he did not think that preelided 
this House trom legislating on this sub: 
which did not affect trade apy more than 
the co-partuersbip act of others before the 
House, 

Aftor a short discussion the bill was read 
A accond time «nd referred to & committec 
of the whole Howse on Monday next. 

The House adjourned at 12:10,

A REIGN 


We have had another blondy fortnight, 
and tho unhappy condition of the country 
is only too plainly shown, not merely by 
the alarming frequency of usussinations, 
but by the indifference manifested by ono 
portion of the people, and the openly ox- 
preased approval of another portion in 
relation to these shocking deeds, ‘Uhere 
seems to beno reason to doubt that the 
murder of Daniel Callaghan, at Cork, the 
other night, was either an oftitial ora 
volunteer uct of revenge and punishment 
for “treason to the cause” of F 
The assassination seems to have been anti 
cipated eyen by the family of Callaghan ; 
they expressed no surprise when informed 
that he was killed, and very little sorrow 
at his fate. In Cork there is no abhor- 
rence expressed at the murder, but rather 
a feeling of satisfaction that the traitor has 
been put out of the way of doing any 
more mischief, It seems that Callaghan 
had quurrelled with the financial managers 
of the brotherhood, and had threatened to 
make certain disclosures to the government, 
On the night of his death he was met by 
two of the brotherhood, who took him to 
& public house, where he drank freely, and 
the three then wenttogether towards the 
centre of the city. Here they were met by 
three other Fenians, with whom the fimt 
two left Callaghan, They proposed to 
tuke him home, but instead of that they 
conducted him toa quay, fur distant from 
any house, and but little frequented, 
Hero the murder was done, two of the 
assussings shooting him through the head, 
The first two had followed at a distance, 
and after the work was done the three 
were seen to rejoin them; they consulted 
together, and they sepurated, going in 
different directions. The police bave not 
succeeded in obtaining the slightest clue 
to the assassins, On the next day, when a 
near relative of the murdered man was 
informed of his death, he coolly remarked, 
‘Well I suppose he deserved it.” 

Three men hiaye been arrested on sus- 
picion of berny the murderers of O’Brien, 
who was killed under circumstances of 


them seems yery slight, O’Brien was what 
is called ‘ gentleman farmer,’ holding about 
ninety acres of land ; but he was also agent 
forsome property in Sligo, and it was his 
mauagement of this which led to his death. 
He was met op his way home at eleven 
o'clock at night by a number of persons, 
one of whom fired at him, the ball entering 
his neck, They seized him, twisted his 
neck-cloth so 48 to strangle him, stabbed 
him five times with a dirk, and wound up 
by smashing in his ribs and breast-bone 
with a heavy stone, and throwing his body 


The attempted assassination of Mr, Mc- 
Adam, which occurred a few nights since, 
was prefaced by sending to him a letter 
stating that his ancestors were traitors, and 
warning him to leave the country with bis 


family within amonth, Mr, McAdam, who 
Salsoa gentleman farmer, and who lad 


never bad any quarrel with his employes 
or tenants, disregarded the threat; but the 
othernight, just after be bad returned 
home, and as he was standing before the 
parlor fire, he wastired at twice by someone 
standing outside of the house and aiming 
through the window. Neithor of the balls 
touk effect, und McAdam rushed to the 
door, but found it had been locked and 
the key taken away. He seized his guo 
and fired through the window, but the 
would-be murderer had disappeared,

Rome on Deo, 8, 1869, which do not exist 
in the ee Tae of London Nov, 17, 1869? 

Besides, if the Pope is to be proclaimed 
by the Council as personally infallible, 
would it not be better forme to wait till 
after this decision, and then to request an 
audience and here—what he can then give 
—an infallible judgment ¢ The infallible 
Council will have separated, but the infalli- 
ble Pope will remain, TI refuse to “avail 
myself of the opportunity” of anything 
short of an infallible Council or an intalli 
ble Pope. I am denied the former ; shall I 
be honored with the latter? One need not 
go to Rome for “prudent and eminent 
men.” They can be had at home, 

But where 18 the infallible Couneil 4 
Where snall I hear an infallible Pope? 
There is not now, and there never was such 
A phenomenon on earth. The Pope pro- 
nounces our doctrines to be errors condemn- 
ed already. This is the very subject on 
which I want to give and receive informa- 
tion, By whom are these doctrines con- 
demned as errora? I deny the competency 
of the Inst General Council held at Trent to 
pronounce these doctrines to be errora. I 
maintain and am ready to prove that this 
tribunal wos itself a gigantic error, The 
whole of that book which Protestants and 
Roman Catholica equally accept as divine 
is an appeal to the conscience and private 
judgment of the laity.

Thereby it willbe seen 
that these “errors condemned” by Popes 
and Synodg are eternal truths, bearing on 
their brow the signature and the euper- 
scription of Heaven, and that the dogmas 
they have substituted for them are no more 
the truths of Heaven than the gaslights on 
our streets are the stars in the sky.

Railway: 


At the last meeting of the Committee on 
Wooden Railways, Mr. Moberly, Chief 
Engineer of the Northern Railway Com- 
pany, was called on to give his opinion 
respecting Wooden Railways. He asked 
to confer with Mr, Foster and Mr, Hulbert 
on the subject, and to examine their 
models before expressing any opinion as to 
their merits, The following 1s his report, 
which he submitted in writing to the Com- 
mittee to day :— 

Toronto, Dec. 8, 1869. 
To THe CHAMAN or ComMITTER ON 
Woopen Rarways : 

Srm—In accordance with the request of 
your Committee, I have examined the 
systems of wooden rail tracks introduced 
respectively by Messrs, Foster and Hulbert, 
and beg to submit the following observa: 
tions thereon: | 

Mr, Hulbert’s system is the longitudinal 
maple rail, the grain of the wood running 
with the track ; the rails are supported on 
cross ties laid two feet apart ; these ties are 
notched out, and the rails are fastened into 
the notches with wooden wedges. He sub: 
mits two modifications of his principle : 

1st. A plain longitudinal rail 4 inches by 

7 inches, in 14 fect lengths, with square end 
joints, and simply held in place in the ties 
by the wedges, 
_ 2nd. A longitudinal rail 4 inches by 7 
inches, two thicknesses in depth, breaking 
joint with square ends, euch joint being 
fastened together with two balf-inch bolta 
through froin top to bottom of rail, and 
wedged in the ties in 4 similar manner to 
No. 1, 

Mr. Foster claims an improvement on 
Hulhert’s system inasmuch as he opposes 
the end grain of the wood to the action ot 
the trains. He places maple blocks 8} 
inches by 7 inches on end to form the rail, 
These blocks are held together between 
two longitudinal stringers, slightly notched 
out, to give a seat for the blocksto rest on; 
the stringers break joint, thus ferming a 
continuous rail, The cross ties are notched 
out and the stringers wedged in the same 
manner as in Mr, Hulbert’s rail, A bard 
wood pin ia driven through the stringers, 
between each joint of the blocks, in order 
4 keep the blocks from shifting out of 

ace, 

The following isa comparative estimate 
of the cost of each system of wooden rail 
and of an iron T rail, 56 ths, in the yard, 
Ido not include the earthwork, ballast, or 
fencing, as Lassume the grades and curves 
tobe eommon to each. The estimate is 
based on a 5 feet 6 inch gauge, and the 
cross-ties are included : 

Tron rail (56 Ibs.) 
Foster's wood rail. . , 
Hulbert’s = ** “No.1 1,200 * 

ub Logs (AP penn lf) ape 

An iron rail, of say 56 lbs, to the yard, 
should last in this climate with a fair traffic 
(such ss done be the Northern Railway of 
Cavada) about ten years, and the best hard 
wood rail with a similar traffic could not 
last over two years. A well constructed 
hardwood rail, if properly maintained, 
would probably Jast Hes yoara with a small 
traffic, and light engines not runsing over 
aspeed of from 10 to 12 miles an hour. 

The main points to be considered in 
comparing the different systems of wooden 
rail are simplicity in the number of parts, 
and convenience in construction and repair 
because the greater the number of parts, 
the greater is the liability to get out of re 
pair, particularly in such a climate as 
Cavada, when the sudden thaws and ex- 
treme frosts throw the roils out of line and 
out of level, 

As to the comparative merits of the dif- 
ferent systems under consideration, I am of 
opinion that Mr Hulburt’s single rail No. 
1 (with an addition of & wood fish plate, 
notched and bolted at each point) is the 
most practicable, us it is the simplest and 
cheapest in construction, and can most 
easily be kept in repair, 

1 consider the wooden railway to be 
best adapted for colonization roads through 
new tracts of country where sufficient money 
canuot be obtained to build an iron road. 
A wooden railway would serve the pur 
pose until a sufficient traffic could be es- 
tablished to warrant a more substantial 
track,

The Apiary~Wintering Bees, &c. 

BY A. 0, ATWOOD, BKORETARY ONTARIO BEK

Correspondence of the Chatham Planet, 

Before entering on the subject before us 
I wish to say a word to Agricultural Sucie- 
ties and their Judges with regard to Honey. 
Tolaim that there is nothing exbibjted at 
or shows that interests so many us bees 
and bee hives, A look at the crowd I had 
around me at your County Show and on 
the Provincial Show grounds, and, in fact, 
wherever I exhibit proves this, I say that 
the publie require, and are anxious for in- 
formation on this particular subject. Then 
why are there najpprizes for bees and hee 
hives; there is nothing that requires 1m- 
proving more than our old box hives and 
old system of keeping bees; and nothing 
will bring about improvement quicker thin 
competition; and with bees and hives, the 
same as other things, nothing will bring 
out competition so thoroughly ag the otfer 
of respectable prizes at oursbows, I am 
glad to see that the interest In bee keeping 
is on the increase, and hope in the future to 
sce agricultural societies pay more attention 
to this branch of iudustry.” Oleur honey 
and box honey have no right to he judyed 
in the same class; the former being judged 
by its thickness, color and taste; and the 
lutter by its color, the way in which the 
combs sre built, and its general appear- 
ance, Judyes are never supposed to open 
honey boxes, and in fact ousht not do so; 
und it only requires a moment's thouglr to 
convince them that I am right; for by 
doing so the combs are broken, the honey 
begins to run, thereby rendering it unfit to 
be taken to another Show, or for sale. I 
am sure a word to the wise will be sufficient 
in this case, and that there will be no more 
trouble on this head in future. 

Tam asked the question on all sides 
‘what shall do with my wesk swarms? 
how shall I winter my bees?’ This is un 
important question and one that all would 
do well to consider! Ifwe wish our bees 
to be profitable next year, or as some have 
it, ‘be lucky,’ we must winter them proper- 
ly, Parties who are using my hives will 
will bave no difficulty in preparing their 
weak swarms for winter, or wintering their 
strong ones anywhere, Small second or 
third swarms ought either to be returned to 
the parent stock or two or three of them 
run into one hive at swarming time; but 
if not done then it should be done in Sep- 
tember or early in October; and all that 


Fow.s for market ought to be fat. It is 
poor policy to simply throw down a little 
corn for a few weeks before the birds are 
to be killed, and finally give them one big 
feed of corn, and then cut their heads off, 
pluck ond ship them, Such fowls wall 
bring about halfthe price they would have 
brought had they been shut up and fed the 
game weight of Indian meal, kept well 
supplied with pure water, bud the floor of 
the coop strewed with well dried earth 
daily, and cleaned out once a week, and 
finally fasted exght to twelve hours before 
they were killed, Birds thus shut together 
must not quarrel ; they should be fed on u 
variety of food th or four times a day, 
the last feeding being of Ward grain, Peed 
no musty or damaged wheat, though 
sercenings, consisting of shrunken and 
broken graing, with foreign seeds, need not 
be avoided, In packing for murket, kill 
with a small knife. Pluck dry while warm, 
Dip in hot water to plump them, and pack 
snugly in tight boxes whea-cold.

The Celibacy of the Olergy. 


Sim.—The last number of the Canadian 
Churchman, under tho above heading, con- 
taina a jottor signed “ Stephon MeSlogan,” 
which is deserving the attention,of not mere- 
ly the Laity of the Dioceso but of the Bishop 
and-the clergy also, It ia quite truo that 
this appeal is made only tothe Bishop and 
Laity, but I think that the Clorgy, themsolves 
aro not froo from blame in the matter, It may 
as well bo stated at the outset, that the 
writer does not advocate the “ Celibacy of 
the Clergy,” but rather an {ocrease of their 
salaries, so that they may be able to support 
wives and families ; in other words, that their 
salaries are too low, and that the Laity aro 
expected to contribute more Jargely to the 
mission fund in future, The writer conclades 
by saying that “three alternatives are be. 
“ fore the Laity, any one of which they can 
“have at their cholce,either(1)a vast increase 
“ot clerical stipends; or (2) a prieathood 
“mainly celibate ; or (3) a general relapse to 
“Methodism, or ch reacherism.” Ido 
not intend analyzing Mr. MeSlogan ‘6 “alter. 
natives.” bur to point out what in my’ opin- 
jon is the main cauke of the indifference of 
the Laity to contribute to Diocesan sehames 
the mission fundincluded, that cause js the 
assumption by the Blshop of the patronage 
of the Diocese ; it 18 welt? known that soon 
after his election, he set his heart on depriv- 
ing the Laity of any volce in the appoint~ 
ment of their clergymen, and with the co- 
operation of the clergy, (Mr. McSlogan no 
doubt included.) and a majority of the Laity 
who believed his professions, he accomplished 
his purpose ; the appointment of Dr. Lauder 
‘to Brockville, and very soon after to the rich 
Rectory of St. George's, Kingston, followed ; 
and caused such a commotion among the 
Laity, that @ proposition was made at the 
ensuing Synod which met in Brockville, to 
cancel the Canon giving the Bishop the 
patronage, After considerable discussion 
and finding the feeling among the Laity in 
favor of having some volce in the appoint- 
ment of theirclergymen go strong, he an. 
nounced that he would’ not appoint any cler- 
gyman whom he kaew to be distasteful 
to @ congregation; this was a very 
mild way of saying that he would 
take tho advice of the Laity; where: 
upon it was moved by Mr. Rosamond 
of Almonte, seconded by the Rev, William 
Bleasdell,of Trenton, “ That the appointment 
“to all Reotors or vacant Cures within the 
* Diocese of Ontario, remain ‘t present jn 
“his Lordship the Bishop.and that this Synod 
“accepts with all confidence the announcement 
“ mad by his Lordship ; ‘that he would make 
“no appointments which he kneto to be distaste. 
* ful toa Congregation.” Somv of the Laity 
did not consider this resolution very satisfac 
tory, and accordingly nine Parishes and three 
Clergymen voted against it; however, a few 
yeara passed away nnd another Church be- 
came vacant—this time {t was St, James—the 
Congregation being expected to pay the whole 
of the stipend of their Minister, and bearing 
the above resolution in mind, naturally 
thought they would bave some volce in the 
appointment. ‘They accordingly met and 
nominated three Clergymun,one of whom was 
one of “tho dest men in the Ottawa district,” 
according to Mr, McSlogan; yet the whole 
three were passed oyer and another appoint- 
ed who was not wanted ; the consequence of 
which was that the Oe of the congrega: 
tion were driven away from thelr own Church 
—some of them for ever, and the Clergyman 
so thrust upon the congregation, finds himself 
with a Clerical income of about $200 per an- 
num, owing to this act of the Bishops, 

Is it then any wonder that the Laity but. 
ton up their pockets when appealed to for 
Diocesan objects? The trouble te that this 
dissatisfaction does not end there, Many 
excellent clergymen find it meeting them 
when appealing for much needed Parochial 
schemes, and so the work of the Churoh is 
retarded, Now it may be easily inferred 
from what I have said that the Latty have 
Jost confidence in the Bishop; and in his 
statements ; this is evinced by the falling off 
of Lay speakers at the Parochial Missionary 
Meetings, and in other ways. If then Mr. 
McSlogan is desirous of seeing the salaries of 
of the Clergy increased, let hin} advocate the 
relinquishment by the Bishop of the sole 
right of appointment, Let the Laity have a 
voice, not by favor.but by right in the ap- 
pointment of their Ministers, and I will 
guarantee that be will be properly supported, 
and through time the Bishop may regain the 
esteem and respect of the Laity. Until then 
it need not be expected that the Laity will 
be very enthuslastic over the support of the 
Clergy, in whose appointment they have no 
voice,

The person who drew this document was 
the witness Casey, and a legatee under it, 
but the heirs of the deceased being dis- 
satisfied with it, and alleging that fraud 
had been used in procuring its execution. 
An order wns made by the Judge of the 
Surrogate Court to’ test its validity by a 
jury ot this Gourt. 

Patrick Casey was called to prove the 
Will, but counsel for the heirs objected to 
the reception of his evidence, on the 
ground that he is an iaterested party, (ob- 
jection overruled.) His evidence showed 
that deceased called him in to draw his 
Will, which he did, The paper, produced 
was the document; it was drawn in ac- 
cordance with his instructions, deceased 
was quite sensible at the time, and knew 
the contents of the Will. 

The provisions of the Will were carried 
out, the Priesis were paid for the masses, 
the money ; aid to Mary Bolger, and Ellen 
Ford got the sheep ; witness acted ss Exe- 
cutor under the Will, and took possession 
of the money and other property, settling 
some debts due by the deceased ; Murphy's 
note amounts to about $213. 

Cross-examined.—Am a carpenter and 
wheelwright; was poor when I came to 
Tyendinaga; had a box of tools and some 
$20 or $30; Bolger helped me to build a 
log house; we lived together some time 
when we separated; had heen very kind; 
gave me a cow,# barrel of pork and a pound 
of tea; the pork was bad and could not 
be used; gave most of it away; when 
Paddy Ford came in the room the Will was 
ready to be signed; all was done except 
signing my name; never told any one bad 
Murphy’s note to collect for Bolgera daugh 
ter; since Bolger left me he went to live 
with bia daughter where he remained till 
his death ; can't say now many sheep there 
were; don’t know their value; suppose 
ELilen #ord owns them; she was to give 
Pat Bolger two of them; took the gold and 
wilver out of tne box in presence of the 
members of the family and counted it; I 
did not take joy money out of the box 
without telling Sirs it was for and in pres

The only inference to be drawn from the 
wording of this * wherets,” is that unless 
the By-Law was passed, * order and tran- 
quility” could not be had with the Super- 
intendent, therefore “ certain regulations’ 
were © passed” for his guidance, Now 
what are the facts connected with this very 
By-Law? They are these: that soon after 
the appointment of the Superintendent, he 
found that no such By-Law existed, and 
suggested that one should be passed, point 
ing outthat such wasthe requirement of 
the law. Not only did he make the sug- 


gestion, but actually drafted a By Law, 
which after certain amendments made by 
Mr, Wills, then in the Board, was passed, 
Yet Mr. Sisson by a cuoningly worded 
preamble leads the people to believe that 
this By-Law was passed to regulate the 
Superintendent, and keep him within pro- 
per bounds.

Belleville compares with the “ Ancient 
Capital” in this respect. Up to the close 
of navigation the returns show thac of 
Burley and Rye there were 510,111 bushels, 
exported to the United States; 5,805 of 
Peas; dd 2,000 of Wheat. The quantity 
sbipped to Montreal, Kingston and other 
ports in Canada was 80,926 bushela of Peas, 
and 16,066 of Barley and Rye, making the 
total amount of grain shipped from Belle- 
ville this season, up to the close of naviga 
tion, 564,908 bushels, or 816,692 bush 
els more than was purchased and shipped 
at Kingston duriog the same period, It is 
n highly creditable exhibit for Belleville, 
and is wnother evidence that as a market 
Belleville has no equal between Toronto 
and Montreal. 

With a railway to the back country, and 
additional means of communication with 
the Bay ports, our market would be made 
much better, and the trade and commerce 
of the Town largely increased. It is to be 
hoped that some steps will be taken to put 
an additional steamer on the Bay next 
season torun between Belleville and the 
ports on both sides of the Bay, both cust 
and west ; and also that some well directed 
efforts will be made to build a railway to 
the northernwection of the county.

The State of Ireland. 


The Times complains that while in Ire- 
land the loyal part of the population are 
disquieted itl anxious, loud mouthed 
treason flaunts on the highway and pro- 
claims itself in the market-place. The 
only voice that is heard is that of sedition. 
The merits of secret assassination are 
preached in open day amid tumultuous 
acclumation, The streets of the capital of 
Munster are occupied night after night 
With processions chanting songs inciting 
Trishmen to rebellion, The constitutional 
meetings of the country are turned into 
demonstrations of hospitality to the 
Empire. Side by side, too, with these 
noisier demonstrations, which of themselves 
mixlit, perhaps, be wisely treated with 
contempl; ss the empty vapouriog of a 
peculiar people, we find the weekly records 
of murders and attempts to murder perpe- 
trated by men who esc pe the penulues 
and even the questioninvs of the law. It 
is intolerable that week after week accounts 
should reach us of men shot in the open 
day by day assassins who escape without 
any risk of arrest or detection, A man is 
ploughing in « field, or returning from 
market, or carrying turf from a bog, and 
shots are fired, and he is Jeft wounded and 
dying. To suffer this is to permit barbar 
ism to submerge  ciyilization, and, 
unpleasant as may be the expedient, it 
Were better, in the face of such barbarism 
to adopt the meavs used in semi-civilized 
counti¢s to repress crime rather than to 
let it flourish uoreproyed. 

It 1s with profound reluctance the Zimes 
finds itself obliged to declare that the time 
for patience and reaction is past. We do 
wrong to ourselves, we are deing mischict 
to Ireland, 10 thus standing by and seeing 
evil grow without using the means in our 
power tu prevent its increase. Are our 
consciences 80 troubled that we are not free 
to exercise authority in the island? With 
so much done, and a spiritin the pation, 
ready to fulfil the whole measure of justice 
wherever it may be proved to be wanting, 
authority should be free to speak and to 
net, und to enforce obedience to law. We 
nray look in the face of the world, we muy 
appeal to Him who doeth right and 
avengeth the oppressed, to judge between 
this Parliament avd this people, Our hesi 
tation to use our power is more than a de- 
reliction of duty anda reproach upon our 
own motives—it is working incalculable 
mischief in Ireland itself. The unchecked 
indulgence of licence allows demand tu 
grow upon demand, violence outbids vio- 
lence, the leader of yesterday is left behind 
and regarded as reactionary to-morrow, 
We cannot free ourselves from the blame 
Of the consequences it we allow the con- 
tempt of law to ripen-into an outburst of 
organized violence against all authority 
and order. For the sake of our own con~ 
science, and tor the good ot Treland, we 
must declare that areform of the land laws 
of the kingdom—strong, just, and complete 
—unhall be presented to. Parliament in the 
coming session ; that in the moanwhile the 
authority of the law shall be maintained, 
and infractions of it pursued and punish 
ed, though bands of accomplices and well, 
wishera bar our path in quest of the offend)
